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f None of the documents (or copies thereof) is 

available in NGO. One page 199 of his report, Mr. Suresh 


Chandra Bose has stated that "I consider myself exceedingly fortunate 
to have succeeded in securing some top secret reports, *** *** ** 9 

and in my being able to secure a few photographs, sketches and other 
papers, which along with other important papers, were indispensably 
necessary for writing my report and which our Government have 
intentionally withheld from me, *** *** *«■*.* Prior to this 

statement, Mr. Suresh Chandra Bose in the penultimate paragraph of the 
preface of his report has stated that "It was due to some amount of 
resourcefulness combined with luck, that the secret reports mentioned 
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mentioned above together with some photographs and sketches 
could be got hold of." In view of this, it would 

seem all the more important and desirable to find out the 
source or the agencies from which klr.Bose managed to secure copies of 
the secret and top secret documents in question. Enquiry in 
this respect may, hewever, be made In the first instance from 
General Shah Nawaz Khan, who was the Chairman of the Net«gi 
Enquiry Counittee.

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2. It will be recalled that we have had one or two 
other questions arising out of the working of this 
Committee. We have been trying to retrieve two 
photographs which Shri Bose took away from the files 
sent to him as Member of the Committee. We have also 
had to examine as to whether we should do anything to 
obtain the copies of papers which Shri Bose kept from 
the files sent to him in Tokyo. On both, it has been 
decided that it would be expedient to let the matter 
rest rather than revive possible embers of controversy. 
In this connection, FS’s decision in the linked file . 
may be seen. 
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3. Consistent with these decisions, one would be 
inclined to suggest that in dealing with this publication 
where Shri S.C. Bose has reproduced documents which 
obviously were sent to him either under the specific 
obligation of the official secret act or on the implicit 
understanding that the secrecy of such official documents 
will not be abused, have been deliberately published. 
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If the Defence Ministry also agrees that no serious 
harm can come by the publication of these reports, /...
